d e p a rtm e n t,” Fife points 
out. “ I’ll be learning new 
techniques and procedures 
to take back to Richardson 
while at the same time I can 
give Chief Kinsey som e 
suggestions on areas 
for 
improvement. 
“All this will be strictly 
personal opinion, but 
we 
hope that both departm ents 
will reevaluate what they’re 
doing after the conclusion of 
this program ,” he continues. 
“ We’ll each take back ideas 
we can use in our own 
departm ents and these next 
few weeks will give us a 
chance to establish a better 
relationship. 
“Plano and 
Richardson 
work together in a lot of 
things and have a lot in 
common,” notes the 27-year- 
old officer. “ As far as basic 
police w ork 
goes, 
both 
d ep artm en ts operate the 
sam e w ay, 
but 
I 
have 
already noticed some dif­ 
ferences.” 
The 
way 
calls 
a re 
dispatched 
here 
is 
quite 
different than in Richardson, 
he discovered as he spent his 
first week riding with dif­ 
ferent officers on day watch. 
Different Procedure 
The entire radio procedure 
is different and Plano of­ 
ficers tape all reports while 
R ichardson 
records 
a re 
written. Fife also has found 
th at 
few er reco rd s 
a re 
required on vehicle use in 
Plano. 
The lack of paperwork is 
an advantage, in F ife ’s 
opinion, and he is very en­ 
thusiastic about one Plano 
p rocedure—m onitoring a 
prisoner 
while he 
goes 
through the whole booking 
procedure. 
“ In Richardson we have a 
monitor on the hallway and 
in the jail itself,” Fife ex­ 
plains, 
“ but 
the 
Plano 
system is much better. The 
dispatcher can watch as the 
prisoner com es into the 
building, through the various 
procedures and into the 
cells. 
“This is a beautiful police 
station and the departm ent 
has a lot of equipment to 
work with,” he enthuses. 
“ Plano is a very professional 


deparlment with some good 
officers. I’m really looking 
forward to the rest of my 
visit. 
•Friendly Folks’ 
“The people here have 
been very receptive to me 
personally as well as to an 
officer from another city,” 
the five-year veteran adds 
“They’ve been real friendly 
An unexpected bonus to this 
program is that I’ve gotten 
to meet all the officers here 
and see a lot of Plano I never 
knew about before.” 
West* Plano 
is 
really 
“ spaced o u t” and 
Fife 
considers the districts each 
unit must patrol too large. 
The Plano officers cover as 
much as they can, but they 
are working short-handed. 
“Plano is in a growing 
situation and I’m sure the 
administration is aware of 
these problems,” he is quick 
to point out 
“The officers 
cover the residential and 
business areas real well and 
that’s where they should be. 
“They watch where the 
people are,” he stresses. 
“Already I can tell that they 
are concerned with the 
com m unity 
Of 
course, 
there’s not nearly as much 
activity here as in Richard­ 
son, but Plano has a very 
good departm ent.” 
Good Background 
The Sherman resident has 
an excellent background on 
which to base his opinions as 
he has worked in Richard­

Reserves Urged 
Such a volunteer effort 
gives a departm ent extra 
m anpow er, according to 
Fife. The reserves who live 
or own businesses in the city 
are trained and certified by 
the state to help in an 
emergency or 
to 
stretch 
personnel to handle routine 
m atters. 


He also 
thinks 
Plano 
should 
consider 
issuing 
shotguns to each car. 
A 
shotgun 
is 
stan d ard 
equipm ent 
for 
each 
R ichardson 
vehicle 
and 
Fife believes the firearm s 
can be a real determ ent in 
certain situations. 
Before returning to his 
home departm ent, Fife says 
he will spend a few days in 
each section to get a feel for 
(he whole operation. Then he 
and Mills will get together to 
com pare notes on th eir 
experiences. 
“The nicest thing about 
this whole ex p e rien ce ,” 
muses Fife, “ is that we don’t 
have to have any solutions to 
what’s wrong. We can just 
point out the trouble spots.”

Date last year the Darke County board of education 
decided Tabernacle did not conform to minimum standards 
set forth by the state The board declared that Tabernacle 
students must close their books and get themselves to the 
public schools or else < >t else the parents would be held in 
violation ol the state s truancv laws 
'Hic Christians led l>\ pastor Levi Whistler, who is also 
headmaster of the school refused to cut and run They stood 
and fought 'Die courts at the district and the appeals level 
I on lid against them and their case is now being considered 
In the Ohio Supreme Court 
Attorney William Ball argued tor the defendants 
Rev Whistler et al do not refuse to abide by proper state 
standards of health and spiels They do not tail to meet the 
stale standards ot student*achievement In tael Tabernacle 
students exceed such standards tor basic learning in 
reading writing and ‘Hornetie* And history 
too 
What s .it stake here, insisted Mi 
Ball, is the state’s 
demand that the children of Tabernacle worship at the altar 
of a godless, humanistic and state dictated philosphy There. 
That is what does violence to the children and the parents 
and their freedom of religion 
The state holds otherwise It demands the children be 
pressed into its mold Special assistant prosecutor Hugh 
Staley scorned their stand 
He complained that Rev. 
Whisner refuses to "subscribe to the philosophy of social 
conformity " And. 
i i i this agt* of the superstate, that is a 
grieveous sin 
Prosecutor Staley asserts that although the state cannot 
dictate a person’s religious (aith, it can dictate how the in­ 
dividual vs ill apply his religious convictions 
Does the State 
have the right to control education when religion is in- 
volved‘>" Of course it does, says Staley “ The State does 
have a great right 
i i i the education of our children and 
religion must give way to the education of our children " 
Well, I was not aware that religion and its values was 
separate and apart from the education of our children Nor 
do I subscribe to the contention that God must give way to 
Caesar and God-fearing people to Caesar's legions. 
The court now ponders its decision Meanwhile. Taber­ 
nacle Christians are to conform or crawl back to the 
catacombs The lions are in the Coliseum waiting for Caesar 
to stick out his thumb

Fresher coffee 
from the freezer 


Inflation Fighter 


DEAR POLLY — Coffee is now so expensive. My 
mother gave me an idea for keeping it tasting fresh even 
after it is a few days old Rather than brew a fresh pot 
each day (I only drink one or two cups), I make a full pot 
and have my one cup I pour the remaining coffee into a 
glass percolator or jar and let it cool Then I put it in the 
refrigerator. 
Whenever I want a cup of coffee I pour only the needed 
amount into a small pot and warm it. This keeps what 
remains free of that stale coffee taste that develops 
from standing in a metal percolator. It saves time, helps 
conserve and cuts down on my food bill.

Each half is 
sufficient for a load of clothes. The static cling is gone and the 
roll goes twice as far.

DEAR POLLY — When you have been fishing, and part of 
your catch is inedible or does not seem fresh enough to cook, 
you will find your garden is the silver lining Fish makes great 
fertilizer It contains phosphorous and will release lots of 
nitrogen into the soil as it decomposes. Be sure to bury the fish 
deep enough so the neighborhood cats will not be attracted 
An old card table can be recycled and made into something 
very useful Remove the center top and replace with plastic 
screen wire It is great for drying sweaters, socks and other 
knits quickly. The air circulates around the garment, which 
can be laid flat on the screen and patted into shape. Such a 
table is also excellent for drying herbs. —M A BEL M. 
DEAR PO LLY — My plastic kitchen tablecloth was still in 
good condition and attractive, but I was tired of it. So I cut it in 
strips wide enough to cover my cabinet shelves. A few staples 
in strategic points made the job quick to do. It was more 
economical than painting Also, I had a clear conscience about 
buying a new cloth, since nothing was wasted. —ELIZABETH 
DEAR POLLY — I instead of throwing away expensive lef­ 
tover coffee, freeze it in ice cube trays. Use these cubes to 
serve in iced coffee and the beverage will not become weak 
when the ice melts —M M.

C a lc iu m w o n ’t 
c u re a rth ritis

DEAR DR. LAMB - I have 
been advised by friends to 
take bone meal as a preven­ 
tative and a cure for arthritis. 
It is from a health food store 
and contains mostly Vitamin 
D and calcium and bone 
marrow One friend in her 70s 
broke her hip and was dancing 
four months later. She had 
taken bone meal for 15 years. 
Is there really any value in 
this medicine for arthritis and 
brittle bones9 Is so much 
calcium harmful?

Perhaps the problem is in 
your definition of arthritis. 
Certainly I recommend a high 
calcium intake for women 
who have osteoporosis, the 
problem of dissolving bone 
tissue that loads to collapses 
of vertebrae and increased 
tendency for fractures. This is 
a com m on problem , p a r­ 
ticularly in small Anglo Saxon 
women past the menopause. 
Calcium deficiency will in­ 
crease the likelihood of having 
this problem five times over a 
perso n g e ttin g a d e q u ate 
a m o u n t s 
of 
c a l c i u m , 
specifically the amount found 
in one quart of milk a day. 
The combination of calcium 
and Vitamin D is helpful in 
treating osteoporosis. Some 
people use this in conjunction 
with female hormones and 
som etim es in conjunction 
with fluoride. The fluoride 
strengthens the bones in the 
skeleton just as it strengthens 
the formation of the teeth, 
particularly in their early 
development. 
Having said that, let me 
emphatically state that taking 
c a l c i u m wi l l not c u r e 
degenerative arthritis or os­ 
teoarthritis as it is commonly 
called. That is an entirely 
different process and as we 
view it now is essentially a 
wear and tear disease. That’s 
why it affects the weight bear­ 


ing joints such as the hips and 
knees. 
A rth ritis spurs develop 
around degenerated vertebrae 
or joints. These are not form­ 
ed because of excess calcium 
a t all. The bone is first 
destroyed and the spur is 
f or me d by an im p e rfe c t 
a t t e m p t of t he bone to 
regenerate itself. The spurs 
and deformed bone structures 
may cause pressure on nerves 
passing out of the spine from 
the spinal cord. This can 
cause pain and other symp­ 
toms. True overgrowth of 
bone tissue is rare. Almost 
always there must first be 
bone degeneration.

Finally, I’d like to say that 
there is a general misconcep­ 
tion about all the harm that 
can be done by taking a 
reasonably large amount of 
calcium in your diet. The sim­ 
ple truth is that the digestive 
tract is a remarkable filter. 
Individuals who have too 
much calcium in the food they 
ingest simply won’t be able to 
absorb enough to cause any 
damage to the body. 
The normal person is sup­ 
posed to stay in calcium 
balance. That literally means 
that he eliminates the same 
amount of calcium from the 
body as he takes in. This state­ 
ment applies only to adults of 
course. In the growing stages 
or in the mending stage of a 
broken bone the body needs to 
retain excess calcium for 
either growth or repair.
